Following Dr. Friedmann’s announce- 
ment to the Berlin Medical Society, he 
and his managers began a campaign of 
exploitation. Charges of commercialism 
beclouded whatever success Friedmann 
may have attained in his own country. 
he 
should give his treatment to the world. 
finally, in February, Dr. Friedmann 
consented to turn over samples of his 
serum to Prof. Erlich, chief of the Ger- 
man Government institute for Instru- 
mental therapeutics. A week later, his 
discovery having still no standing in 
German scientific circles, Dr. Friedmann 
sailed for the United States. 


No comprehensive report upon the re- 
sults of Friedmann’s cases in Germany 
ever has been made. Opinions here have 
been a-plenty and individual reports on 
isolated cases, but no such investigation 
as that which the World proposed for 
the purpose of fixing some definite con- 
clusion in the minds of professional men. 

The announcement that three men so 
eminently qualified had 
make this investigation was received to- 
day with intense interest in medical cir- 
cles in Berlin. The commission is recog- 
nized as being an admirable one: in 
fact, it is generally agreed that it wouid 
be difficult, if not impossible, to consti- 
tute a small committee better qualified 
te make a fair investigation and return 
a conclusive report.

$100,000 SUIT 


Wife. Declares Couple Attended 
Circus Together and Dined 
at Restaurants. 


. Georgiana Miller, 5485 Maple av- 
énue, a wealthy widow, is named speci- 
fically for the first time in the Gardiner 
divoree proceedings in an amended pe- 
tition filed Saturday at Clayton by .Mrs. 
Olive Wilcox Gardiner against Dr. W. 
W. Gardiner, a dentist at Delmar ave- 
nue’and King’s highway. 

In the naw petition Mrs. Gardiner al- 
foges that her husband, Feb. 1, 1913, 
accompanied Mrs. Miller to Chicago, 
where they stopped four days at a ho- 
tel. April 1, Dr. Gardiner returned to 
St. .Louis after spending two weeks 
with Mrs. Miller in Louisville, Indian. 
apolis and Chicago, according to the 
petition. 

In detailing the alleged actions of 
Gardiner and Mrs. Miller in St. Louis, 
Mrs. Gardiner states in her petition that 
they went to the Barnum & Bailey cir- 
cus together May 16, went driving in 
Mrs. Miller’s electric coupe May 18 and 
later occupied a box at a performance 
in a St. Louis theater, dined together 
in a cafe on South Grand avenue May 3 
and gives several dates on which it is 
alleged they went together to moving 
picture shows. 

Dr, Gardiner has been in Clayton al- 
most daily recently visiting the Cir- 
cuit Clerk’s office to see if any further 
papera had been filed in the suit by his 
wife. He grew impatient several times 
and requested newspaper rporters to 
talk with his wife’s attorney and 
‘‘pump”’ him to see when further action 
would be taken. He was not in Clay- 
ton Saturday when the paper was filed 

ANlenation Suit Pending. 

A suit for $100,000 damages against 
Mrs. Miller brought by Mrs. Gardiner 
alleging the widow alienated her hus- 
vpand’s affections, is pending in the 
Clayton Court. 

The original divorce pétition, filed 
April 21, by Mrs. Gardiner, asserted that 
her husband admitted to her that he 
had associated with other women, but 
Mrs. Miller was not named in that pe- 
tition. The damage suit was filed la. 
ter. 

The divorce hearing was specially set 
for May 5, but was reset for May 27 
when the children of Mrs. Miller de- 
manded of Judge Wurdeman that the 
case be given no special precedence over 
others. 

When the suit was called May 27 it 
was continued 10 days to enable Gard- 
ner to file an answer. Mrs. Gardiner'’s 
attorney at that time announced that 
an amended petition probably would be 
filed. 

Ask Guardian for Mrs. Miller. 

A week after Mrs. Gardiner’s divorce 
suit was filed, Mrs. Marie Connor of 
Boston, a daughter of Mrs. Miller, filed 
a suit in St. Louis in behalf of the 
children, asking that a guardian be ap- 
pointed for Mrs. Miller. The allega.- 
tion was made that Mrs. Miller fre- 
quently became intoxicated and was 
not capable of taking care of her prop- 
erty. 

Mrs. Miller, in a statement a few days 
later, declared that the filing of the 
suit by her daughter was the result of 
gossip connecting her name with Dr. 
Gardiner. She also stated that Mrs. 
Gardiner was unreasonably jealous of 
ier.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—The Senate’s 
investigation of the ‘‘numerous and in- 
sidious lobby’ President Wilson charged 
was threatening the tariff bill, will be- 
gin Monday morning at 10:30 o’clock by a 
committee ‘composed of Senators Over- 
man, Walsh, Cummins, Reed and Nel- 
s0n. Overman will be chairman. 

The investigation will be conducted 
epenly in the public hearing room of the 
Judiciary Committee in’ the Senate of- 
fice building and members of the Senate 
will be called in alphabetical order, Sen- 
ator Ashurst of Arizona, thus, will be 
the first witness. 

At the Senate Judiciary Committee 
meeting today acting Chairman Over- 
man reported several Senators were pre- 
pared to submit names. 

‘We will not ask the President to 
come before the committee,”’ said Chair- 
man Overman. “What the President 
wishes to do in the matter the commit- 
tee will leave to his own good judgment. 
We hope to conclude the inquiry in 10 
days as specified in the resolution. It 
is our purpose to rush it as rapidly ‘as 
possible, not overlooking anything of im- 
portance that develops.”’ 

Senators on the finance subcommit- 
tees, grinding on the tariff bill,. fore- 
swore their usual week-end holidays and 
continued at work. The subcommittee 
working on administrative features con- 
sidered the possibility of amending the 
‘‘anti-dumping’’ clause to take in articles 
on the free list and worked on a modi- 
fication of the provision to compel for- 
eign manufacturers to show their books 
ito American custom agents. Several na- 
tions have protested against it.

For 
years she has been very active in help- 
ing to benefit -the working classes, espe- 
clally the women. She has gone into the 


slums frequently to reileve distress, she 
has enlisted the co-operation of the 
rich and the mighty and her benevo- 
lent enterprises have won warm praise 
from Queen Mary, who sometimes has 
accompanied her on errands of mercy. 
One evening this week the Duchess 
made a speech at a meeting of the 8t. 
Pancras School for Mothers, of which 
she is a generous patron, and her well- 
intended remarks has called forth much 
inconsiderate, unkind criticism in the 
public press. 
To make matters worse, Princess 
Christian, an aunt of King George, pre- 
sided at the meeting and there is noth- 
ing more distasteful to royalties than 
to be mixed up itn a controversy, espe- 
clally if it has a political tinge. 
Criticizes Educational Scheme. 
The expressions of the Luchess which 
seem to have aroused the most rescnt- 
ment were these: 
“Enough has been written to show 
that our system of education has failed 
to turn out better wurkitigmen, more 
competent mothers, more geelf-relient, 
men and women.

“What about ‘porter, beer and ale; 
did he drink it?’ 

“T never saw him take malt.” 

The attorney for the plaintiff next 
directed attention to the reception given 
by the then Speaker Cannon on the oc- 
casion of his seventieth birthday. 

‘* “Did you go with the President to 
this reception?’ asked the lawyer. 


Speaker Cannon’s Party 
“The President, myself and Mr. Sloan, 
the Secret Service man, left the house 
to go to the dinner at 9 o’clock.

came home with him.” 


‘What was his condition as to s0- 
briety?’’ asked Attorney Pound. 

*“‘Sober.”’ 

“Did you see him take a drink dur-

“IT saw him go with the Speaker and 
drink a glass of champagne.” 

“One?’”’ 

“Yes, cone.” 

“Leaving the reception and going ts 
the White House, wiil you teil the jury 
whether he was under the influence of 
liquor?’

Witness referred to a record kept 
by the White House usher and then 
testified that Col. Roosevelt returned 
to the White House at 11:20 a. m. 

Tyree’s Testimony. 

Frank Tyree, United States Marshal of 
the Southern District of West Virginia, 
who was in the Secret Service during 
the Roosevelt administration and who 
was detailed to accompany the President 


on various trips, next testified. 


“What was your duty?’ 

“I was detailed to look after the Pres- 
ident, to protect him against cranks and 
to take precaution for his personal] safe. 
ty.” 

“How close in touch were you with 
him?” 

“Very close. I went with him to ban- 
quets, churches, theaters and trains. At 
Oyster Bay there were eight of us on 
this duty.”’ 

‘What was the truth as to his sobriety 
while you were with him?’ 

“He always was perfectly sober.” 

“You never saw him under the influ- 
ence of liquor?’’ 

“Certainly not,’ said Tyree, sharply. 

‘“‘At his meals what kind of liquor 
did you see him consume?” 

“None whatever. I never 
drink whisky at all.”’ 

“At banquets I have seen him take 
white wine with water in it—a wine 
highball, I'd call it.” 

Coming to a visit to Milwaukee in 1908, 
when he was a guest of the Deutscher 
Club, Tyree told how the Colonel was 
pressed to take a glass of beer. 

“— Don’t Drink Beer.” 

“*T don’t drink beer,’ the President 
said.”’ 

*“ ‘But this is the drink that made our 
city famous,’ it was argued, and as a 
concession, the President took one swal- 
low.”’ 

Attorney Andrews on cross-examina- 
tion brought out answers showing the 
vigilance exercised by the Secret Service 
men. The next witness was James 
Sloan, a Secret Service man. 

Sloan said he was now detailed to the 
White House to look after the personal 
safety of President Wilson, just as he 
had been assigned to Col. Roosevelt. 

“From your intimate observations of 
what Mr. Roosevelt ate and drank, what 
would you say as to his sobriety—and 
was he sober or drunk?” 

“Always sober.” ; 

Witness said because of the near- 
sightedness of the President, he often 
took his arm in walking. 

“Was there any intemperance that 
caused you to take his arm and assist 
him ?’’ 

“There was not.” 

Sloan said he accompanied the Presi- 
dent to Cannon’s seventieth birthday an- 
niversary banquet and on that occasion 
the Colonel drank nothing other than 
one glass of wine. Witness was given 
only a brief cross-examination, 

No Liquor on Car. 

William P. Shauffle, a railroad of- 
ficial, testified that In May, 1912, he 
started from New York on a campaign 
trip with Col. Roosevelt. 

“How was your car stocked witn 
liquors?” 

‘There was no liquor on the car” 

Witress chen told in 4etail various 
stops Col. Roosevelt made while tour- 
ing Ohio. Throughout that trip, he 
said, he never 8&8W the Colonel drink 
beer, wine cr whisky.

MAN GETS $200 FOR

Arbitration Board in Illinois 
Decides Against Railway in 
Casé of Ruined Eye. 


DANVILLBH, IIll., May 31.—A board of 
arbitration in the case of a machinist, 
Charlies Chick, against the C. & E. I.

Prof. Friederich Kraus, as successor 
to the chair of the famous Gerhardt, 
has made the charity clinic the center 
of scientific life in the domain of in- 
ternal medicine. In this clinic German 
and foreign doctors, among them mary 
Americans, foregather. The Kraus 
school now stands at the top when vVa- 
cancies in the staff of German univer- 
sities are to be filled. 

Friederich Kraus was born at Loden- 
bach, Bohemla, in 1858. He studied in 
Prague and Vienna and became assist- 
ant professor in numerous physiological, 
chemical, pathological and anatomical 
institutes. In 1890 he went Into the 
Gratz Clinic and in 1893 became pro- 
fessor extraordinary and in 1894 its di- 
rector. After Gerhardt’s death he was 
called to Berlin on the advice of Dr. 
Althoff. 

Prof. Georg Joachimstahl was born in 
Stargard, Pommerania, in 1863. He 
studied in Berlin and was for many 
years assistant to Julius Wolff in the 
birthplace of Modern Orthopedic Sur- 
gery, the Berlin university polyclinic. 
Subsequently he succeeded Hoffa in 
Wolff's famous chair. 

Prof. Joachimstha] is one of the most 
prominent men in Europe in his special 
branch and for many years has been 
on the council of the Orthopaedic Con- 
gress, which assembles every February 
in Berlin and brings together the 
world’s foremost authorities, In 1897 
Joachimsthal took the prize of the Paris 
academy, becoming laureate de I’insti- 
tute of France, and had a great share 
in the academy’s remarkable scientific 
development. He works daily on a vast 
number of cases of bone tuberculosis, 
which makes him a specially valuabla 
member of this commission. 

Dr. Alfred Wolff-Hisner wag born in 
Berlin in 1877. He studied in Berlin, 
Kiel and Tubingen. After working at 
the Hygienic Institute at Koenigsberg 
he became assistant to Prof. Serator in 
the Berlin University Polyclinic; he was 
then made director of the bacteriologt- 
cal department of Frisderichshafen 
Hospital in East Berlin. Amang his long 
series of published works are mono- 
graphs on the coniposition of the blood, 
bacteriological studies, investigations in 
prophylactics and immunization, in 
which domain he first formulated the 
doctrine of supersensitiveness.

Among other things, one learns that 
not only the vegetable world, but the 
animal world, including man, is _  in- 
debted to the action of light for the 
chemical process which plants use, in 
their leaves and other organs, to pro- 
duce the various food substances. The 
color green is not an accidental color 
nor one merely adapted to human eyes 
and nerves. There is a definite sub- 
stance, chlorophyll, which is present in 
all green vegetation, and which, next 
to protoplasm, is the most wonder- 
working substance known. For this 
chlorophyll, by making use of certain 
rays of light, manufactures the vari- 
ous sugars, starches and other chemical 
substances that cause vegetation to be 
nutritious to animals and man. One 
product—starch—is made by chlorophyll, 
which the chemist has never been able 
to copy by synthesis, though he obtains 
it readily enough after the plant has 
stored it up. 

Our young people, since the advent 
of nature study and the microscope in 
the schools, are fortunate if they can 
devote some time to plant structure, 
because it is full of beautiful forms 
Exteriors are graceful and pleasing, 
while sections of interiors vie with the 
most exquisite laces and’ carpets in va- 
riety and delicacy of tracing. Finally, 
plant chemistry offers opportunity to 
young people for equipping themselves 
for a useful occupation, what is knowyv 
as the organic branch of chemistry em- 
ploying many experts in the industries 
and arts.

vr CHASES BURGLAR (DENIES HITCHCOCK - 


MADE POSTOFFICE 
SUPPORT ITSELF 


Burleson Statement Says Effici- 
ency Was Sacfificed to False 
Economy. 


WASHINGTON, May 31—In the Post- 
office Department statement of fiscal 
conditions, just issued. by Postmaster- 
General Burleson, it is stated that “the 
Postoffice Department did not attain a 


condition of self-support during the ad- 
ministration of Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock, notwithstanding the widely 
advertised announcement to that effect, 
although an apparent surplus was at- 
tained by unjustifiable methods of book- 
keeping. 

“The general morale and efficiency of 
the postal service were sacrificed to a 
ruthlessly enforced policy of false econ- 
omy for the sole purpose of presenting 
a showing of self-maintenance; and aft- 
er the attainment of this end, just be- 
fore the inaugurgtion of the new @dmin- 
istration, the policy was reversed. Long- 
standing vacancies were filled and post- 
poned promotions made; commitments 
to fixed charges for long terms were 
assumed in such a way as to saddle the 
new administration with the greatly in- 
creased expense during months, if not 
years, to come. 


Committee’s Survey. 

“These are the important points in 
the report of a committee of postoffice 
officers*'which has made a minute ‘sur- 
vey’ of the Department’s condition. 

“The substance of the claim of the 
Hitchcock administration was that a 
deficiency of approximately $17,500,000 in 
199 had been entirely eliminated, and 
that a surplus of over $200,000 was at- 
tained for the fiscal year 1911. Thé re- 
ports of the ‘survey’ are declared to 
show, on the contrary, that at no time 
has there been a legitimate surplus in 
the postal] revenues since the fiscal year 
1883, and that instead of a surplus of 
approximately $219,000 in 1911, there was, 
in fact, an actual deficiency of consid- 
erably more than three-quarters of a 
million dollars. . 

“The all-absorbing program of the last 
administration was the placing of the 
Postoffice Department on a paying 
basis,”” says the report. ‘‘The policies 
pursued in the effort to succeed at this 
plan were overworked and resulted ir 
defective administration and just criti- 
cism on the part of the public. 

Efficiency ang Economy. 

“*That efficiency and economy srould 
be substituted for wastefulness and ex- 
travagance needs no argument, but the 
postal service affects so vitally the 
interests of the entire population of the 
country that economy which means a 
curtailment of postal facilities operates 
as a check to the sdécial and industrial 
progress of the country. The people are 
entitled to the best facilities adminis- 
tered in the most efficient manner. That 
the facilities furnished during the last 
four years were not the best is clearly 
established by the facts.’ ” 

The report further states in regard to 
the Hitchcock policy of economy that 
“It is assumed by the Committee that 
the stress laid upon this matter induced 
many postmasters to exercise drastic 
economy at the expense of the service. 
The result has undoubtedly justified 
such complaints of imperfect and un- 
satisfactory service as have been re- 
ceived recently from New York, Phila- 
delphia and elsewhere,”

Police Chief Says City Ordinance 
Will Be Enforced for Protec- 
tion of Children. 


| Following the deaths of James Cullen 
Jr., 11 years old. who was electrocuted 
while trying to lift a kite from electric 
wires, and Paul Piepenschneider, 12, who 
was killed by an ice wagon while skat- 
ing in the street on roller skates, Police 
Chief Young Saturday sent a special or- 
der to Captains of all districts directing 
them to see that the law prohibiting the 
fiying of kites on the streets and alleys, 
and roller skating, on the streets be 
Strictly enforced. 

The Chief declared he does not desice 
tc interfere with the innocent amuse- 
ment of children, and believes they 
should be allowed to enjoy themselves as 
much as possible, buf feels that the po- 
lice must protect them by eliminating 
dangerous pastimes. 

The city ordinances probibit the fly- 
ing of kites on streets and alleys, Chief 
Young said, and do not allowed roller 
skating on the streets. Kites may be 
flown from lots or vacant ground. Boys 
often encroach on the streets, frighten- 
ing horses, endangering life and them- 
telves getting in the danger zone. 

The law permits children to skate on 
roller skates on the sidewalks, he said, 
but it seems that the children will not 
keep off the stréets 

“We expect the parents to aid’ the po- 
lice in enforcing these orders,” he said, 

“and if they will not help to keep the 
youngsters off the streets we wil be 
forced as a matter of self-protection to 
arrest the children.”

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RUINOUS RAILROAD \D FINANCE. 

Payment of unearned stock dividends, overam- 
bitious schemes of property extension, the acqu!- 
sition of 4 number of unprofitable small roads and 
financing through the sale of bonds at ruinous 
interest charges—th«cse are among the accepted 
causes of the Frisco System’s collapse. But there 
are others. 

In the fiscal year ending June 30, 1912, the 
Frisco, after the payment of operating expenses 
and fixed charges, had a net balance of $177,399. 
Despite this precarious surplus, the directors voted 
the usual 4 per cent dividend on the first pre- 
ferred shares, which amounted to $199,742, leav- 
ing a total deficit of $22,343. The stock then sold 
at $60 a share. Today the ~ame issue is quoted at 
$6. The question naturally is suggested whether 
the “insiders” or the “outsiders” got out at the 
top figures. 

The case of the Frisco is typical of the combi- 
nation of extravagant financing to be found among 
other leading American roads. The Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, for example, closed the last 


fiscal year with a deficit of $5,141,547, because the) 


directors insisted on paying an unearned common 
stock dividend of $7,000,000. In the same year 
Illinois Central showed a net balance of $3,466,448, 
or 3.17 per cent, available for dividends. 

This was less by $4,254,733 the amount necessary 
to pay a 7 per cent dividend on the tommon stock. 
Did the management suspend or reduce the divi- 
dend to conserve the railroad’s resources? Not 
at all. A total stock dividend of $7,650,720 was 
disbursed, and a deficit of $4,245,753 charged up 
to the company. 

The Chicago & Alton, during 1910 and 1911, cut 
several dividend melons which had not been 
earned. Today it is barely able to pay interest 
on its bonded debt, and its stock is selling at al- 
most nothing. 

Railroad presidents are quick to ascribe their 
troubles to causes over which they allege they 
have no control. Some of them are blaming the 
money market and tariff legislation. They are 
asking the Interstate Commerce Commission for 
permission to raise railroad rates. Wouldn’t they 
stand a better chance of public support if they 
stopped the destructive practice of paying divi- 
dends out of deficits—if they refrained from rot- 


ten finance? 
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There was a time when the interests elected 80 
many of their own representatives to Congress 
that lobbyists had only perfurctory duties to per- 
form. Now, when those representatives are con- 
fined largely to the third hcuse, is a particularly 
seasonable time for a lobby investigation. 
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Is INDUSTRY A HOG TROUGH? 

The suggestion of “A Breadwinner,” in Tues- 
day's Post-Dispatch, that girls who want a job 
should be compelled to get a certificate showing 
that they are in need of work, is based on the 
false supposition that modern industry is a hog 
trough and is not unlimited opportunity. It takes 
for granted that the trough has certain fixed di- 

mensions, and that the hogs showing any signs 
of being well fed should be forced away from it 
by constituted authority, to make places for hogs 
that are manifestly hungry. 

But who is to determine whether or not a work- 

er needs a job? Who is to be given this arbi- 
trary, tyrannical power of saying to one worker: 
“You have enough and to spare; you don’t need 
new clothing, or theater tickets, or books, or trips 
to the country?” 
- From the broad point of view there is and must 
be unlimited opportunity in modern industry. It 
must be admitted, however, that thousands find 
it extremely difficult to discover that opportunity. 
And the fault is usually due to ignorance. There 
is a wide field for usefulness on the part of public 
labor bureaus, in investigating what fields of la- 
bor are overcrowded and what are in need of help. 
Statistics might be published from time to time 
on these points, and workers given wise advice 
as to where to concentrate their efforts. 

But the fundamental problem is that of inde- 
pendent opportunity for access to the country’s 


resources.
